Another pleaHant feature of my 
childhood, and one that stumped lis 
inilueiice over all my life, was the 
hours spent riding with my father in 
his daily pastoral calls.

But scarcely has the applause died 
away than another deaf mute mounts 
the platform. Ho is a grave man of 
middle age, who may have made the 
historians and diarists of the Stuart 
period a profound study. With UO 
mark of trepidation, but calm and col- 
lected, he urges with his silent lingers 
toe necessity of regicide under esosp 

tional circumstances. He poyts out 
the weakness of the kings nav. ...',, the 

injustice of his imposts, toe provocation 
to rebellion forced upon the Hampdens 
and OromWeilS of that age. All patri- 
ots, he sigiulies, must regret the occa- 
sion for what to our more enlightened 
minds seems a cruel verdict and exe- 
cution. But (Ms Kiighshmen must 
not forget that it was liberty which 
was baptised in blood. 

The uuvooai enthusiasm of this deaf 

und dumb patriot is received with fur 
tin r hand clapping, while glances of 
intelligence and approval passed from 
eye to eye among the spectators, and 
with broken laughs of triumph from 
the republican minority. 

Many of the faces present wear a 
set smile of approbation all through 
the debate, an expression which setitus 

to convey delight at the comparatively 
unaccustomed intyrebarge ol ulcus on 
subjects out of the common.

Taking all things into consideration, 
the conclusion arrived at by the mem- 
bers qf the New York (!lul> to stay 
home and earn an honest penny, by 
honest toil is really a wise one, and 
is a good example for other clubs to 
imitate, who are ambitions to achieve 
base ball notorioty.

It should batt bas* stated in my last 
letter that Hon. Samuel A. Echola, a 
Trustee of the Georgia Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb, was here tho fore 
part of last week inspecting the 
workings of the Institution. 

Mr. Ohin Poan, of this city, a 
Celestial, was married to an American 
lady last Monday. Ohin Pean is well 
remembered by many of the pupils, 
having come to this city three or four 
years ago and visited the Institution a 
few days. He is quite an intelligent 
Chinaman, being able to talk and write 
Knglish fluently- During his stay at 
tin Institution lie associated with the 
pupils, and soon mastered the manual 
alphabet. He vendered toa at the 
markets here and by his savings has 
been able to lay up money enough to 
give bis bride a diamond ring and 
take her with him on a honeymoon

BoifOS •JoiuiNAl.: -Ever since I he 
removal of this Institution from Nth 
SI reel to its present, location, 
of applications for admission have been 
made and the Board of Directors have 
been compelled for want, of room to 
turn away many of them, andtJieir pa- 
rents seeing that time was precious. 

were obliged ko place their offsprings in 
other Institutions to be educated l>\ 
signs, contrary to their own wishes 
The Board of Directors saw that they 
must Lave more room to extend their 
labor of love and determined to erect 
a building suitable for that purpose. 
To their Building fund year after 
year were added certain sums of 
money which were not so favorable as 
had been anticipated, and at this rate 
they saw that, it would be some time 
before they could erect a permanent 
home. They, therefore, determined to 
have it built sooner or later at all haz- 
ards, and at a recent meeting the\ re 
solved to erect their much needed 
home on the ground granted them by 
the city. But where WM the money 
to come from f They had not suf- 
Orient in the Treasury, but resolved 
to meet this by issuing $250 Certi- 
ficates at (i per cent, which they hop 
ed to be able to pay soon after enter- 
ing their new home 

On the first door will be the office 
and Board of Directors' room, also the 
school rooms and two targe study 
rooms, one for boys and the other for 
girls. On the second floor, main build- 
ing, will be the Principal's apartments, 
and in each wing there will be 8 ilormi 
tory for 30 pupils together with lava 
tones. On the same floor will also be 
the teachers' rooms. Third floor:— 
Dormitories for .'10 pupils in each wing 
together with the matron, tier assist 
ants and supervisor's rooms, in the 
front and the domestics' in the rear. 

Tho wings will be three stories high 
while the main building will be four 
stories. This fourth story will be 
used as the hospil 

There will be a cellar under the 
entire building for coal, wood, etc 
The basement will be ten feet high 
and entirely above the ground. The 
south side, capable of seating 160, will 
l>e occupied as the pupils' dining room, 
while the south east corner of the 
main building will be the teachers' 
dining room. The other parts of the 
basement of the main building will be 
taken up with the kitchen, store 
.together with the porter 
and engineers' rooms 

Then will be two cloak looms 
one for the boys and tho other for 
girls.

walking in him <nd hiive tried to find 
out the cmiwe. I once read in a paper 
that the canes of the "umteadiuess" 
in some people was caused by close 
confinement and study. This "may be 
true among hearing persons, hut I do 
not believe that it is the cause of the 
" unsteadiness" in deaf-iitntes. The 
real cause of this in the person I was 
speaking of, ^omes, I think, from the 
shock he received in the fall which 
made him deaf.. 

I have seen deafenates who wer» 
born so, walk with a step as firms* any 
one. and when I asked them to walk 
on one of the narrow plankings of th« 
school room floor they could do it 
easily while their companions who he 
come deaf through sickness could n< t 
accomplish it without difficulty. 

It is also a noticeable fact among 
deaf mutes that they drag their feet 
as they walk, thereby causing a great 
deal of noise which is very disagree- 
able to their hearing brethren, and 
sometimes a screeching noise is made 
which causes the teeth of hearing 
people to grind on their edges. 

From this, another opinion arises 
as to the cause of the " unsteadiness" 
in mutes. Tho friction caused by the 
dragging of the feet on the ground 
and the movement of the body wheh 
walking is very likely to make any one 
wulk in an unsteady way. But wheth 
er this is one of ?£>.• real causes or 
not 1 am not positive., although it 
seems to be. 

In my own case I experience wiry 
little of this "unsteadiness," but af 
though it is slight I feel its disgree- 
ableness very mnch. For sometimes in 
accompanying a friend home I am 
hible to stagger and push against her 
two or three times. 

The reason, I think, that this so cal- 
led " unsteadiness" in our gait is 
caused by tho disease which made us 
deaf. I remember before I was 
taken ill with Typhoid fever some one 
presented me with a top which would 
spin only when you blew in a small 
tube provided for that purpose, I could 
blow for sometime without becoming 
tired. Well, when I became sick and 
recovered, I found this top among my 
belongings, my mother having put 
them all away for me. But whenever 
I blew in it again I was affected with 
that sensation known as "dizziness" 
which had never before my illness af 
fected me, and if this is caused by the 
disease which brought me into the 
• silent world" I believe that the 
" unsteadiness" of onr walk comas 
from the same source, although in 
walking I am never dizzy. 

Many hearing people are unsteady 
in their walk, but what the cause of 
the "unsteadiness" in them is, I do 
not know, but when some of them are 
told that they do not walk straight 
they will deny it point blank.

An Improved Aadiphon«. 

An improvement in the American 
audiphone has recently been annonnc 
ed, which it is claimed will bring that 
valuable invention into more general 
use among the deaf. The audiphone 
is the invention of Mr. It. Gk Rhodes, 
of < hicago, and was designed to super 
sede the hearing fumpet in cases of 
partial deafness. It is made of hard 
ebonite rubber, and consists of a thin 
plate capable of bending, and when 
curved, the convex side is turned out- 
ward and the instrument pressed 
against the upper front teeth, sounds 
d on the plate cause it to vi- 
brate, the vibrations being conveyed 
by the teeth and bones of the skull to 
the auditory nerves. Professor Col- 
ladon, of Geneva, substitutes for the 
ebonite a cheap strip of elastic card 
board, with a smooth glazed surface. 
Experiments made in an institution 
for deaf-mutes, near Geneva, with 
this new form of the audiphone, 
"yield results quite equal, if not su- 
perior," it is said, " to those afforded 
by the ebonite article of fifty times 
the cost." Supplied with this simple 
contrivance, a number of deaf mutes 
stationed near a grand piano and 
blindfolded could at once distinguish 
between its high and low notes, and 
between its tones and those of a vio- 
loncello. 

But a still greater improvement has 
just been announced in the audiphone. 
After a long series of experiments, 
says the English scientific journal. 
Sulvri:, Mr. Thomas Fletcher has 
found the best material of which the 
audiphone can be made is birchwood 
Cut into an oval disk, steam- 
ed and bent to a curve, it can be con 
veniently held between the teeth al 
most without, consciousness of its 
presence. For some persons any nu 
diphone is a more efficient help than 
the trumpet, and this last named modi- 
fication of the instrument promises to 
become a boon to thousands. The as- 
tonishing amount of defective vision 
which recent experiments in color- 
blindness has shown to exist is per 
haps not greater than that of defec- 
tive hearing, as Dr. Carpenter has 
shown ; and many persons who hear 
some sounds well cannot distinguish 
others of a different pitch. If the au- 
diphone can be made light and easy 
to handle there is no doubt it would 
be used by hundreds who cannot 
brook the clumsy trumpet, and no 
reason why it may not rival the i 
glass as an aid to impaired sensibility.
